When the Corps was established in 1901 it was 


the first women's component of the U.S. Armed 
Forces, as well as being the first military nurse 
corps in the world.

Ever 
since, the all-officer corps has had as its mission 
the providing of safe and effective nursing serv- 
ices to military personnel and their families in 
peace and in war.

time thought telethons no 
longer interested audiences 
and they decided to drop it 
as a fund-raising device."

All she 
eats is fruits and nuts, no vi- 
tamin pills or supplements 
and no medicine and she's 
not religious. Her skin is 
breaking out, she has lost a 
lot of weight, hasn't much 
e n e r g y and sleeps a lot. 
She's in her 20s. If she mar- 
ries, will her children be 
normal? She eats no salt and 
drinks bottled water. She 
says germs can't hold onto 
anything in her body as slit- 
is getting to be mucus-free. 
She is following a book she 
read and I read it, too, and 
think the writer is a fanatic. 
He says that, with his diet, 
the menses will disappear. I 
think the whole woman will 
disappear. 


Dear Header—Your cou- 


sin's health is in serious dan- 
ger. So is the health of any- 
one else who follows such a 
ridiculous diet. Fruits are 
fine foods, but only as part of 
the diet. The body requires a 
significant amount ot protein 
intake regularly—that means 
meat, fish, poultry, or vege- 
tables high in protein, like 
beans, or cereals, milk i low- 
fat i and milk products like 
uncreamed cottage cheese 
and egg whites. 


There are a certain num- 


ber of cells destroyed by the 
body each day and they must 
be replaced, using proteins 
as building blocks. Such a 
diet as you describe is also 
deficient in iron, which a

woman of that age 
needs 


badly, and calcium. No won- 
der she is tired all the time 
and has lost weight. She is 
suffering from malnutrition. 
I would doubt that her chil- 
dren would be abnormal be- 
cause, if she persists in this 
diet, she may not be able to 
have any. I think she should 
see a reputable doctor as 
soon as possible. She is al- 
ready in trouble. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Can you 


explain to me the effects on 
my two-m o n t h-old baby's 
health if I have two candles 
burning day and night in my 
bedroom? I am thinking that 
the carbon monoxide from 
them may pollute the air. 


Dear Reader—The biggest 


clanger is the fire hazard. 
Carbon monoxide is caused 
by incomplete combustion or 
burning of fuels like occurs 
from gasoline engines. Ordi- 
nary burning of wood or the 
fire from your candle do not 
generate carbon monoxide. 
The burning p r o c e s s con- 
verts fuel like wood, or wax 
in this case, to carbon diox- 
ide and water. Too much 
carbon dioxide, too, can be 
dangerous 
but you would 


have to burn a lot of fuel and 
have an airtight room for 
that lo become a problem. 
So, just avoid any possibility 
of a fire and you will be all 
right. Incidentally, just in 
case you are burning candles 
for religious reasons, I'd like 
lo warn you that some reli-

The Sierra Club and Defend- 


ers of Wildlife charged in a 
lawsuit that the widespread 
campaign against predators 
throughout the Western range- 
lands also has killed black-foot- 
ed ferrets, ringtails, kit foxes, 
wolverines, California condors, 
rough-legged hawks and bur- 
rowing owls. 


Like the bald and golden 


eagles, the species are innocent 
victims of a campaign to pre- 
vent crop and livestock destruc- 
tion by killing such prey-seek- 
ers as coyotes, bears, mountain 
lions, bobcats and black-tailed 
prairie dogs. 


The animals are killed in a 


variety of ways. Chunks of 
meat treated with deadly com- 
pound 1080 (sodium 
fluor- 


acetate) are placed at strategic 
points. Lard-coated strychnine 
pellets are scattered over thou- 
sands of acres. 


Thousands of cyanide guns or 


"coyote getters" have been 
placed in the ground, primed to 
fire a charge of deadly cyanide 
gas into the mouth of any ani- 
mal that triggers it. Traps and 
rgunfire also are used. 


One helicopter pilot testified 


before a Senate subcommittee 
that more than 700 bald and 
golden eagles 
were gunned 


down from his aircraft in skies 
over Colorado and Wyoming. 
But such instances of gunfire 
deaths are believed minimal. 


The number of "target ani- 


mals" killed by poison is tre- 
mendous. The Division of Wild- 
life Services, the branch of the 
Interior 
Department charged

Casper physician, rancher and 
president of the Murie Audubon 
Society. "We think it should be 
species-specific." 


Scott, who helped lead inves- 


tigators into rugged Jackson 
Canyon where the first mass 
eagle kills were reported this 
spring, adds: "I don't know of 
any poison that is specific." 


Two suits seeking to halt pre- 


dator-control programs 
have 


been filed against the Interior 
Department. And the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency has 
been asked to restrict interstate 
shipment of the poisons. 


So far, no action has been 


taken on any of the three legal 
maneuvers. 


Ironically, the environmental- 


ists' efforts to halt poisoning 
programs may be indirectly re- 
sponsible for the recent eagle 
slaughter by poisoning. 


Several years ago the govern- 


ment modified its poison cam- 
paign in response to critics. As 
a result, says John Burke, a 
Wyoming 
woolgrower, pre- 


dators began to increase. 


"And for the first time we
